REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 7-10 and 12-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a process for rotomolding a part which includes a 
second layer made of a foam polymer where the mold is kept rotating until the 
second quantity of material reaches the foaming temperature and as long as the 
second quantity of material remains at or above this foaming temperature, thereby 
forming the second layer. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing 
delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
